A  record  of  seven  victories  against  only  two 
defeats  was  turned  in  by  the  1938  State  Teachers 
football  team — the  best  ever  to  represent  the  school 
in  its  gridiron  history. 

Coach  Green,  an  STC  graduate  himself,  came 
through  his  third  year  as  head  mentor  with  the 
reputation  of  being  one  of  the  finest  young  coaches 
in  the  United  States.  Each  year  since  he  has 
taken  over  the  coaching  reins,  Coach  Green  has 
put  out  a  better  team  than  that  of  the  previous 
season. 

Part  of  the  credit  for  this  fine  record  must  go 
to  Assistant  Coach  Thad  "Pie"  Vann,  whose  per- 
fect cooperation  and  fine  knowledge  of  the  game 
was  an  important  contributing  factor  to  the  team's 
success.  Coach  Vann  concluded  his  second  year  in 
the  role  of  assistant  coach. 

The  Yellow.iacket  team  onened  the  season  on 
Faulkner  field  Friday  night,  September  23,  with  a 
smashing  39  to-  0  victory  over  an  outclassed 
Arkansas  A.  and  M.  team  from  Monticello.  On 
the  third  play  of  the  game  Luther  Hollingsworth 
started  the  Teachers  on  the  road  to  a  successful 
season  by  breaking  off  tackle  for  45  yards  and 
a  touchdown. 

During  the  remainder  of  the  first  half  the 
Jackets  looked  bad  and  failed  to  score.  They  made 
up  for  lost  time  in  the  second  half,  however,  scor- 
ing three  touchdowns  in  the  third  quarter  and  two 
more  in  the  fourth.  John  Rich  ran  40  yards  for 
the   first  score   of   the  final   period.

On  Friday,  September  30,  the  Yellowjackets 
journeyed  over  to  Dothan,  Ala.,  and  took  a  stub- 
born Troy,  Ala.,  Teachers  college  team  into  camp 
by  a  19  to  0  count.  Sophomore  Leo  Alessandri  led 
the  STC  offense  while  diminutive  little  George 
Westerfield  paced  the  Jackets  on  defense. 

Alessandri  scampered  16  yards  for  the  first 
touchdown  in  the  second  period.  The  other  two 
came  late  in  the  final  quarter. 

The  first  defeat  of  the  season  was  administered 
to  the  Yellowjackets  on  the  following  week-end  but 
the  team  played  brilliant  football  that  left  their 
supporters  proud  and  happy.  Their  conquerors 
were  the  mighty  "University  of  Mississippi  Rebels 
and  the  score  was  14  to  0. 

Both  Ole  Miss  touchdowns  came  as  the  result 
of  breaks — a  fumble  and  a  blocked  kick — in  the 
first  ten  minutes  of  play.  After  that  the  Teachers 
outplayed  their  highly  touted  opponents,  twice 
driving  down  the  field  inside  the  Rebel  10-yard 
line  only  to  lose  the  ball  on  downs.  A  pass  from 
Alessandri  to  Willie  Oubre  clicked  for  55  yards  and 
a  touchdown  on  another  occasion  but  the  play  was 
called  back  and  the  Jackets  penalized  five  yards 
for  off-sides. 

The  Pedagogues  returned  home  on  Saturday, 
October  15  and  rolled  over  a  hapless  Delta  State 
Teachers  college  team  44  to  0.  Thirty  of  the  31 
men  on  the  STC  squad  saw  action  in  this  game. 
Only  Andy  Webb,  regular  center,  who  was  injured, 
failed  to  join  in  the  slaughter.

"Nis"  Walton  drove  over  for  the  first  touch- 
down in  four  minutes.  Three  more  six-pointers 
were  pushed  over  in  the  second  quarter  and  the 
remaining  three  in  the  third.  A  mixture  of  second 
and  third  team  men  played  defensive  ball  during 
the  final  period. 

Friday,  October  28,  was  Homecoming  day  at 
State  Teachers  college  and  the  football  team  cel- 
ebrated by  parading  through  Millsaps  47  to  0.  This 
avalanche  of  touchdowns  broke  a  string  of  three 
straight  scoreless  ties  that  the  two  teams  had 
played  in  their  last  three  meetings  on  the  gridiron. 

The  touchdown  that  broke  the  jinx  was  made 
by  Jake  Scott  in  the  first  quarter  when  he  picked 
up  a  punt  blocked  by  Captain  George  Westerfield 
and  carried  it  across.  Other  scores  followed  in 
droves  throughout   the  remainder  of  the  game. 

The  Yellowajckets  invaded  Pineville,  La., 
Saturday,  November  5,  and  barely  eked  out  a  7  to  0 
decision  over  a  powerful  Louisiana  college  eleven. 
Alcssandri  climaxed  a  third  quarter  drive  by  carry- 
ing the  ball  over  for  the  only  touchdown  of  the 
game.     Jake  Scott  kicked  the  extra  point. 

Armistice  day  found  the  Teachers  back  at  home 
again  facing  Southwestern  of  Louisiana — the  best 
team  they  had  encountered  since  Ole  Miss.  The 
Jackets  came  through  with  a  brilliant  15  to  6 
victory  that  put  them  in  the  lead  for  the  SIAA 
championship. 

"Bee"  Smith  dived  over  from  the  one-yard 
line  for  the  first  STC  touchdown  in  the  second 
quarter    to    end    a    25-yard    drive.      Southwestern 


received  the  subsequent  kick-off  and  marched  75 
yards  for  their  only  touchdown,  cutting  the 
Teachers'  lead  to  7-0  at  the  half.  The  Yellow- 
jackets  moved  45  yards  early  in  the  fourth  quarter 
to  lengthen  their  lead  and  then  clinched  the  contest 
with  a  safety   in  the  final  minutes. 

Louisiana  Normal  college  handed  the  Jackets 
their  second  loss  of  the  season  and  their  only  SIAA 
defeat  at  Natchitoches  Saturday,  November  1!J,  by 
a  6-0  score. 

The  Demons  scored  in  the  first  quarter  when 
Ledet  blocked  Massengale's  punt  on  the  STC 
16-yard  line  and  Harmon  carried  the  ball  over  ;i 
few  plays  later.  State  Teachers  college  has  never 
beaten  Louisiana  Normal  in  Natchitoches. 

Closing  the  season  was  a  game  here  on  Thanks- 
giving day  with  Union  university  that  the  Jackets 
won  easily  32  to  0.  The  game  was  featured,  by  a 
fourth  fist  fight  between  "Bee"  Smith  and  Wray 
of  Union  that  threatened  to  develop  into  a  free- 
for-all,   but  was  quickly  stopped. 

One  touchdown  in  the  first  quarter,  two  in  the 
second  and  one  in  each  the  third  and  fourth  account 
for  the  margin  of  victory.  Union  was  so  com- 
pletely outclassed  that  they  only  got  the  ball  into 
STC  territory  twice. 

Totals  for  the  season  show  that  the  Yellow- 
jackets  scored  203  points  to  23  for  all  opponents. 
Twelve  seniors  played  their  last  year  at  State 
Teachers  college.

He  concluded  his  second  year  on  the 
Yellowjacket   squad. 


Andy  Webb,  160  pound  center  from  Forest,  Miss., 
held  his  own  and  then  some  with  pivot  men  of  all 
sizes  and  shapes  throughout  his  last  year  at  State 
Teachers  college.  Andy  was  one  of  the  hardest 
scrapping  men  on  the  squad.  He  is  5  feet  10 
inches  tall   and   22   years  old. 


George  Westerfield — a  book  rather  than  a  par- 
agraph should  be  written  about  this  145  pound  end 
who  closed  out  a  truly  great  three  year  athletic 
career  at  State  Teachers  college.  He  was  named 
on  the  International  News  Service  Little  All-Amer- 
ican  team  and  on  the  Associated  Press  SIAA 
second  team.  He  is  from  Leakesville,  Miss.,  stands 
5  feet  10  inches  and  is  21  years  old. 


Jake  Scott,  dependable  180  pound  guard  from 
Scooba,  leaves  a  big  hole  in  the  STC  line  with  his 
graduation.  Jake  was  most  consistent  extra  point 
kicker  on  the  squad  this  year.  He  is  six  feet  tall 
and  23  years  old. 


Louis  Watwood,  ISO  pound  end  from  Goodwater, 
Ala.,  played  brilliant  football  during  his  senior 
year  at  State  Teachers  college.  Especially  out- 
standing was  his  work  on  offense,  both  in  running 
with  the  ball  on  end-around  plays  and  in  catching 
passes.     He  is  6  feet  tall  and  21  years  old. 


Arnc  Vincent,  the  quietest,  most  consistently 
good  player  on  the  STC  squad  this  year,  leaves  a 
guard  spot  wide  open  for  some  enterprising  new- 
comer or  reserve  to  try  to  fill  next  year.

A  fine 
passer,  "Ace"  saw  action  mainly  in  this  role.  He 
is  5  feet  7  inches  tall,  21  years  old  and  calls  Lake 
Charles,   La.,   home 

Michael  "Greek"  Benglis,  170  pound  senior 
fullback,  was  the  hardest  tackier  and  blocker  on 
the  Jacket  squad.  Benglis,  who  hails  from  Lake 
Charles,  La.,  played  blocking  back  and  backed  up 
the  line  on  defense.  He  is  5  feet  6  inches  tall  and 
22  years  old.  This  dynamic  powerhouse  will  be 
sorely  missed  by  Coaches  Green  and  Vann  when 
September  rolls  around  again. 

Willie  Oubre,  triple-threat  halfback  from 
Scooba,  closed  his  athletic  career  at  State  Teachers 
college  with  fine  performances  throughout  the  year. 
Oubre  weighs  1G0  pounds,  stands  5  feet  11  inches 
and  is  22  years  old.  This  was  his  third  year  of 
football  at  STC. 

Luther  Hollingsworth,  150  pound  halfback  from 
Piave,  Miss.,  closed  out  his  third  and  last  year 
under  the  black  and  gold  banner  in  great  style. 
"Holly"  is  22  years  old  and  5  feet  10  inches  in 
height.  His  running  from  the  wing-back  position 
left  nothing  to  be  desired. 

Fortner  "Sporty"  Dabbs,  170  pound  fullback 
from  Quitman,  Miss.,  finished  his  college  football 
career  where  he  started  it — in  the  blocking  back 
position.  Unnoticed  and  uncheered  by  the  crowd, 
"Sporty"  did  a  fine  job  of  clearing  the  way  for  the 
other  backs.  He  weighs  170  pounds,  is  21  years 
old  and  5  feet  11  inches  in  height. 


William  "Bee"  Smith,  diminutive  little 
140  pound  quarterback  blazed  through  his 
last  year  of  college  football  in  great  style. 
A  peerless  field  general,  fine  passer  and 
powerful  line  plunger,  Bee's  compactly 
built  little  5  foot  G  inch  form  will  be  con- 
spicuous by  its  absence  next  year.  He  is 
22  years  old  and  hails  from  Brookhaven. 

Bill  Leach,  195  pound  senior  tackle 
from  Fulton,  Miss.,  stood  out  all  year  like 
a  beacon  in  the  brilliant  line.  Bill  is  6 
feet  tall,  23  years  old  and  married.  His 
large  frame  will  be  badly  missed  in  the 
line  next  year.

Taking  a  squad  that  included  only  six  men  with  any  previous  experi- 
ence to  speak  of,  Coach  Reed  Green  put  out  a  good  basketball  team  that 
won  five  games  and  lost  eight  against  some  of  the  strongest  opposition  in 
the  S.  I.  A.  A.  Three  of  the  losses  were  by  margins  of  either  one  or 
two  points. 

The  Yellowjackets  opened  their  season  with  a  two  game  series  with 
Southwestern  of  Louisiana  here  January  4  and  5.  Going  into  the  games 
with  only  four  days  practice  the  Teachers  lost  them  both  by  scores  of  34-32 
and  36-26. 
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With  an  added  two  weeks  of  practice  under  their  belts  the  Jackets 
hopped  all  over  Louisiana  college  here  on  January  23,  beating  them  51  to 
28.     Howard  McCarley  scored  26  points  to  lead  the  riot. 

The  following  night  the  Yellowjackets  played  host  to  a  red-hot  Jackson- 
ville, Ala.,  Teachers  college  team  and  went  down  in  a  nip  and  tuck  game 
35  to  34. 

A  two  game  series  with  Northeast  Center  of  Louisiana  State  univer- 
sity followed  here  on  January  30  and  31.  The  Teachers  piled  up  a  huge 
score  to  win  the  first  game  easily  but  the  Louisianians  came  back  to  put 
up  a  good  fight  in  the  second  game,  though  losing  45  to  39. 

On  February  2  and  3  the  Yellowjackets  went  on  their  first  road  trip 
of  the  season,  losing  two  games  to  the  mighty  Delta  State  Teachers  college 
team  at  Cleveland  by  margins  of  20  and  15  points. 

Coming  home  only  long  enough  to  spend  the  week-end,  the  Teachers 
took  off  again,  this  time  to  Louisiana.  After  whipping  Southwestern  of 
Louisiana  at  Lafayette  on  February  6,  the  Jackets  dropped  a  two  point 
decision  to  Louisiana  college  and  were  beaten  soundly  by  Louisiana  Normal. 

The  season  was  concluded  here  on  February  14  and  15  with  Delta 
State  Teachers  college  furnishing  the  opposition.  Delta  made  it  three 
straight  over  the  Yellowjackets  in  the  opener,  winning  45  to  34  but  the 
STC  team  rose  to  the  heights  to  end  the  season  with  a  43  to  40  win  over 
the  Statesmen. 

Four  of  the  six  men  who  did  almost  all  of  the  playing  during  the  year 
are  seniors.  They  are  George  Westerfield,  Louis  Watwood,  Arno  Vincent 
and  Bill  Leach.  The  others,  sophomores  Howard  McCarley  and  Leo  Ales- 
sandri,  will  return  next  year. 

McCarley  was  high  point  man  for  the  season  but  the  steady  Vincent 
was  the  outstanding  man  on  the  team,  taking  the  year  as  a  whole.
